Th« National Monetary Conference 


at Indianapolis adjourned after a two- 
days' session, and, by a practically 
Unanimous vote, declared for the main- 
tenance of the gold standard, and the 
retirement of the greenbacks and treas- 
ury notes. It was also decided to ap- 
point a commission to investigate and 
report by bill or otherwise upon the 
evils of and remedies for the currency 
tyatem. 


A committee appointed to draft 


recommendations to be presented to 
the conference covering the monetary 
question in detail, after due delibera- 
tion, tiled a lengthy report in which 
reasons were given why the gold stand- 
ard should be maintained. A banking 
system is proposed which is expected 
to furnish credit facilities to every por- 
tion of the country, anil a safe and 
elastic currency. 


An executive committee ia recom- 


mended, composed of fifteen members, 
willt powers to increase its membership 
to forty-five. One of the duties of this 
committee in to procure, if possible, 
legislation at tho special session of 
Congress ia March next calling for tho 
appointment of a monetary commission 
by the President to consider the entire 
question aud report to Congress. 


The entire proceedings of the confer- 


ence showed the handiwork of the gold 


men, 
and, while a number of tlia reso- 


lutions >adopted are worded no iia to 
convoy the impression that the deliber- 
ations were in the interest of the peo- 
ple, it is apparent that some of the old 
tricks are beiug practiced, with tho ic-

Td reach BandsburgfromLos Angeles 


take the S. P. K. R. to Mojave station; 
then take the Bandsburg daily stage 
from that point. A ride ot eight hours 
on the stage, or one and a half hours on 
the jars, will bring you to Kandsbnrg, 
L distance of 51 miles from Mojave. 


The Kandsburg district extends about 


four townships east and west, and six 
north and south. Tlia mines have de- 
veloped great riches, and this whole 
territory is overrun with prospectors; 
they c!aim tbat there are no other such The 
mines 
of 
free-millioB gold-bearing 


quartz anywhere in the world, except 
at Cripple Creek and South Africa. 
The principal group is called the Rand 
or Olympus, situated just south of the 
town; but there is every reason to be- 
lieve that equally ricb mines lie out- 
side of the territory now producing. 


The water question, which was the 


cluof drawback for u time, has settled 
itself. An abundant supply has been 
discovered within three miles of the 
town, aud water now sells at the well 
at 1 cent a gallon. 


Living expenses are not unust(ally

pm me,.l, and beds foi the night BO 
cents 
Horso feed is high, especially 


hay,, which brings $26 to $30 a ton; 
lumber sells lit $-10 to ifaO per thousand; 

There are five or 
aix storos here. Ou the matter of hotels 
the town is sadly deficient; a good 
notel would pay well. There is one 
newspaper, the Baudsburg Miner. 


Bix and eight horse teams are con- 


tinually coming in from both Kramer 
aud Mojave, briueiug immense loads of 
frqitjht, goods, bay, grain flour, and 
:oal, the latter selling for $14 per ton. 
Kramer ia only 26 oiiles from Rands- 
bnrtf, and u very good road. Many 
are comiug in over this road. All parts 
at California aud the Kast are repre- 
sented hare. A number of prominent 
mining men are in the camp, among 
tiioia Campbell of Colorado, a smelter 
man, and Peers, Klinefelter and Kin- 
euey, also of Colorado. The latter is 
the man who made most of the big 
deals at Csipple Creek, realizing an im- 
mense fortune therefrom. 


There are a great manyvwomen in the 


camp, mostly living in the tents a"nd 
aauring the .annoyances and inconven- 
iences incidental to life in a mining 
cuoip—a rough place, but a good 
woman ia gust us safe and equally re- 
speoted hero as any of her sisters in 
any other part of the world.
